Check-ins and Observations from around the Res - The water is higher with the 
dam up. It is still Less than a foot, water is a little higher. Keeping it higher to test 
the pump. There are three swans and many ducks. The asters are blooming- 
small daisy, brown-eyed susans also blooming 

Pilot Trail - Wood side brace with a dark brown paving. It would blend well in the 
area. There are about 12 places where we could use it to cover the roots on the 
path next to the farm. We could use crushed stone materials on the areas that 
don’t need root protection. Just use the dark brown type in the root section 
covered by the dark brown.

a. Master plan update - The playground equipment is in good shape.

b. WC harvesting — Appear to have done a more thorough job this season 
even though not much hand harvesting was done.

Some planting, thinning the tall 
grasses, checking on the new flowers, paint the kiosk.
